United Slates legal tender notes for 
whose redemption we borrowed $50,- 
000,000 in gold. II we continue to 
pav them out to meet a deficiency of 
revenue then presently they will come 
back again to draw $50,000,000 more 
from the Treasury, which we must 
supply by selling $50,000,000 more of 

"The suggestion, therefore, that we 
need no more revenue beeauso we 
have a cash balance of $50,000,000 of 
Government notes in the Treasury 
that can be used to pay any deficiency 
for the next six or twelve months, is, 
in effect, a proposition to issue more 
bonds to meet a deficiency which 
should be met at once by providing 
more revenue. 

"In other words those who oppose 
raising more revenue in such a situa- 
tion in effect— whether they Intend to 
do so or not— favor borrowing in 
preference to paying as wo go along. 
Vour committee believe that it is the 
duly of the House of Representatives 
to which body the Constitution com- 
mits the inauguration of reveuue bills, 



and |p do this without delay, leaving 
to others whose co-operation, is re- 
quired to finaliy placo such legislation 
on the statue books, to meet the re- 
sponsibility in their own way. 
The Committee says further: 
"Two facts have led your Commit- 
tee to look to an increase of customs 
dut ; cs a? the most appropriate source 
of additioual revonue. They are. first, 
the fact th&t we are already raising a 
disproportionate amount from inter- 
nal revenue. And, secondly, the fact 
that by increasing customs duties on 
imported articles which wo can and 
ought to produce or make at home, 
for revenue purposes, we can, at the 
same time, incidentally encourage 
stricken industries an I materially aid 
in turning in our favor tho balance ot 
trade which has been so heavily 
against us all through this calendar 
year, and which has caused a demand 
for gold for export which our Treas- 
ury has been called to supply. For ro 
long as the balance of trade is agaimt 
us on account ol excessive imports, we 
must export gold, or, (what is the 
same thing) promises to pay gold, to 
pay for the excess of imports over ex- 
ports. 

"Tho hill reported by your commit- 
teo proposes to make the duty ou iin- 
poi ted clothing wool 60 per cent, of 
the duty imposed by the act of 1890, 
which would give an equivalent of 
6 6-10 of a cent per pound on un- 
washed wool, or about 40 percent, ad 
valorem. This reduction from the 
duty of the act of 1890 has been made 
because tho restoration of the full duty 
in that act might seem to be too great

Why Some People Feel an Impulse; 
to Leap from High Eleta 
tlons. 

At a great height manv persons 
*omIi1 no more think ol looking down 
upon tho surfice of the earth than iliey 
would of thrusting a hand into a hlaz- 
u K Are. An irresistable Impulse 
comes over them to jump, and this im- 
pulse is stronger when the feet arc 
dose to the edge of the roof of a high 
building, says the Now York Mail aud 
Ex press. 

Dr. Edward Lanning, the Ameri- 
can physician who practiced his pro- 
fession in Paris for ten or eleven years, 
says he has seeti more cases of "cleva 
tion fright" in the French capital than 
he has in auy other city he has over 

"1 do not know," said he, "that it is 
any peculiarity of the French charac- 
ter, but 1 have frequently been called 
in cases where death has resulted in a 
leap from a tall building or tower — 
not thai I could do any good, but sim- 
ply to see whether I could determine 
from previous family history whether 
the victim was insane or not. About 
two years ago I was visited by a sail- 
or, an Alastian, who told me he expe- 
rienced the peculiar sensation or ter- 
ror when at an elevation, and that he 
was uuable to take a berth on any ves- 
sel where his duties would require him 
to go aloft further than twelve or fif- 
teen feet from the deck. He consent- 
ed to go with me to a tall building 
and go on tho roof so I could observe 
his condition when he looked over tne 
edge into space. I took two assis- 
tauts with me as a precaution. One 
of them brought a rope at the sailor's 
request. He said he would not dare 
venture to the edge of the roof unless 
he had one end of the rope around his 
waist and felt that tho other end was 
securely held. I acceeded to that and 
told him to go as close to the edge 
of the root as he pleased. 

"We were very high— up 125 foot I 
should say. The sailor walked 
tiously towards the eaves, an. 
walked alongside of him . He looked 
over and jumped back, and then 
walked forward again. I observed 
that the pupil of his eye had become 
dilated, and in a few minutes the per- 
spiration rau down hisface iu streams. 
His pnlse bounded, and his muscles 
twitched. He stood quietly without 
tugging at the rope, but told me if be 
did not know that he was being held 
he certainly could not resist the de<ln 
to leap into space. He got down ot 
his hands and knees and tried to In- 
come accustomed to looking over the 
1001*8 edge, but said he could not, 
wanted to draw himself forward and 
blunge over head first . I finally tc 
him 4 down stairs, when he recovei 
Ins equanimilv. He came to see m 
Year afterward, and said lie had fi- 
nis best to cure himself of what 
considered a weakness, but was in 
bletodoso. The man was perfectly 
sane and apparently cool and colled 
ed when on terr* flrma, but at seven- 
ty-five or one hundred feet he became 
an abject coward. About three months 
ago I was not kurpriaed when I re- 
ceived a loiter from one of my col- 
leagues telling mo that tho sailor had 
cast him-elf from a ballon In which he 
iled with an aeronaunt near 
Dieppe aud had been dashed fo
